continues: “Another section of the same race form the leaders cf the revolu- 
tionary propaganda which is making way against that very capitalist class 
represented by their own fellow-Jews. Jews—more than any other men—have 
held forth against those who make their living not by producing value, but by 
trading on the differences of value: they are at this moment acting as the 
leaders of the revolutionary movement which I have endeavoured to trace.” 
Mr. Hyndman makes a very broad statement for which he gives little or no 
authority. It is true that two of the most eminent of the German Socialist 
leaders—IKarl Marx and Lassalle—have been of Jewisl) descent. But this has 
been the first time that it has been roundly asserted that Jews form the leaders 
of the movement generally. It is frequently asserted that many Russian 
Nihilists are Jews,and certainly one leader of German Social Democracy is a Jew. 
But there is no trace of leading Jewish Communards in France that we are aware 
of, nor does America afford any prominent example. But even if the case were 
as Mr. Hyndman has represented, it is difficult to say what race or creed hag 
to do with the question he is discussing. Whatever question is brought on the 
table nowadays, one could always drag in a reference to the Jews. In politics, 


in finance, in art, or in literature, one could always point to Jewish individuals ~ 


who had obtained influence in each of these departments. But the reason is 
not that the Jews are exercising any spccial influence, as Jews, on those subjects, 
but merely that the general ability of the Jew brings him to the front in whatever 
sphere he exercises his talents. It is just the same mistake as was made about 
the influence of Jews in politics. Because some Jews were Tories, therefore the 
Jews are ‘ories and hence the crusade of Prof.Goldwin Smith. Similarly in Ger- 


‘many because some Jews have profited by the French milliards, therefore it is 


assumed that the whole fruits of German victory have gone to the Jews and the 
Judenhet:e follows.

pectively ‘The Pentateuck according to the Talmud’ in Hebrew, and 


‘A Talmudic Miscellany’ in English, which, under God’s blessing, are calcu- 
lated to be more effectual for that purpose than any other works written with 
the same view and object... . Weak and humble instruments as these two 
books on the Talmud may appear in the eyes of the wise and the Jearned, God 


is able by their means to bring about the greatest religious event in the history 


of the Jews—their national conversion.’ This is not the first occasion in 
which Mr, Hershon has been kind enough to give the world his estimate of 
himself and of his insight into the Talmud. Some years ago he actually pub- 
lished a photograph which gave an allegorical comparative estimate of Deutsch, 
Eisenmenger, and Mr. Hershon as expounders of the Taimud. The representatives 
of the two former had one eye covered by a hideous black patch ; Mr. Herehon 
alone had both of his eyes uncovered. The allegory intended was clear : while 
Deutsch only saw the good side and Eisenmenger the bad, Mr. Hershon saw both 


sides of the question. It never occurred to Mr. Hershon that a photograph cannot 


inform us whether the eyes of the person photographed can seo at all. 
When we reflect on the want of scholarship he displays in his books, and on the 
want of good taste displayed in such sayings and deeds as mentioned above, his 
estimate of his own work us compared with that of Deutsch deserves to have 
the truth spoken about it. Dentsch brought to the study of the Talmud all 
the culture with which Germany trains her most gifted sons, and could expound 


his results in a style calculated to interest the dullest. Mr. Hershon possesses | 
neither critical acumen nor accurate scholarship and confesses that he has to get 


his English corrected by friends before it can appear atall. There was no need 
to protest against Mr. Herslion’s book ; it would sink into oblivion by the mere 
weight of its own dullness. Deutsch’s essay will always remain the most striking 
example of an abstruse subject made lively and interesting. 


RABBI AKIBA AND HIS CONTEMPORARIES. 


The interesting series of articles on “ The Life and Times of Rabbi Akiba,” 
by the Rev. Isidore Harris, which was brought toa close ia our last issue, has intro- 
duced us to the study of one of the most remarkable epochs of Jewish Ilistory. 
Both from a political and a philosophical standpoint, the period which marks 
the close of the first and the commencement of the secoud century stands revealed 
as one of unparalleled activity. ‘ : 
attempt, in which they were ready to riek everything, to throw off the iron grasp 
of Rowe. The Gnostic heresies, too, were seeking td contro! the course of 


human thought during the first four centuries of the Christian era. Gnosticism 


recognized two principles, Good and Evil, God being tho source of the 
one, Matter controlling the other. Many Jews and Jewish-Christians suc- 
cumbed to these tenets, which were,in fact, the outcome of Mazdeism. Gnosticism 


Claimed Cerinthus, Saturninus, Valentiuus, Basilides and Marcion—all of them 


Jews—as its first apostles. Thus the welfare of the Jewish state was assailed 
on all sides, A prominent part in these great conflicts was taken by the proto- 
martyr Akiba, who seems to bave been not less a martyr to religious than to 


political principles. It happens that two papers read before the Hebrew Litera- 
__ ture Meetings during the past session treated of this deeply interesting period 
of Jewish history, of which Akiba is the central figure, . The Rov. A. L. Grecn, 
in-an admirable Paper entitled “A Sketch of Philosophic Thought in Jadwa_ 
daring the first two centuries,” described this period from its Jewish-philoso-_ 
‘phical aspect. The Paper was reproduced in our columns. Earlier ia the 
- Bession, the Rev, Isidore Harris read an excellent Paper on the Life of Rabbi- 
Akiba in which he took a political view of the same period, and which he has 


expanded in the series of articles recently published in our columns. Each 
Paper, in its way, adequately treated different parts of the same subject, and both, 


in combination, serve to give readers a very intelligent insight into the natare of | 
the events in which the renowned Akiba took a leading part. Elisha ben |—

When Bar-Kochba falsified the nation’s hopes his name was quickly enough - 
changed to Bar-Koziba, “Son of Lies.” But :Akiba, even after his death, was 
venerated by the very people who were expiating the disastrous results of — 


| his political folly, and universally regarded as a martyr to the highest religious 


truths. Mr. Harris does not, however, endeavour to account for Akiba’s action. 
Apparently, he thinks it unintelligible to us, however satisfactory it may havo. 
been to his contemporaries ; or he regards it as the outcome of a generous but | 


highly impalsive nature which threw itself “ heart and soul into every under- 


taking his hand found to perform.” From a theological point: of view, how- 
ever, Akiba’s insurrectionery principles were perfectly rational. \We have said 


that Akiba was the central figure in other than political conflicts. Christianity 


was making rapid progress. The Messiah acknowledged by the new sect of Jewish 
Christians was not to be invested with temporal power. He was to be of lowly 
estate, a man of sorrows; his crown was to be one, not of earthly but of 
spiritual glory, At least such was the conception of- the Messiah-King which 
gained ground as people realized the fact that the advent of the Nazarene was 
anything but a political srecess. But such was not the Messiah of Jewish 
prophecy. ‘Ihe Messiah promised to the Jews by the Old Testament prophets 
wab to be a political deliverer; he was to be a successful warrior and empowered - 
with earthly greatness. Hence, the encouragement given by Akiba to the 
successful Bar-Kochba, and his famous exclamnation ‘‘ Behold the star that cometh 
forth from Jacob,” may be regarded as a protest against the unfounded claims 
of Christianity. For atime and as!ong as his successes lasted, there was moro 
of the true Jewish Messiab in this bold adventurer than over there was in Jesus , 
who never assumed a martial ro/e, If Akiba’s action was confined to this pro- 
test, it was consistent enough ; if it went beyond this, the Jewish sage must 
be classed with those ardent patriots who in all ages have thrilled with the 


desire to free their country from an oppressive yoke, but miscaleulating 


their chances of success, have only succeeded in heaping fresh miserics on 
their unhappy countrymen. ‘This is, we believe, the first extended biography of 
Akiba that has appeared. in English. The career of so eminent a teacher in 
Israel surely deserved to be sketched. Other Talmudical “lives”? might he 
written on the same plan. A volume of such biographies would prove a 
valuable work.

On Sunday last, the annual distribution of prizes to the ‘pupils of the Bays. 
water Jewish stocks was held at the schools, St. James’s Terrace, Harrow Road, The | 


Hon. SAUL SAMUEL, C.M.G., Agent-General for the colony of New South Wales, pre- 
sided, and there was a large attendance of ladies and gentlemen. The programme 


included some well rendered part singing by the children under the efficient direction - 
~ of Mr. 8. Heilbron the headmaster, and several recitations spiritedly and carefully 
delivered by Fanny Van Nierop, John Bessie, James Elias, Fanny Bird, Noah 


Ettinger. Maude Harris, and Ada Bessie. 

~ In opening the proceedings the CHATRMAN, who was cordially received, said that 
it had been with much pleasure that he had accepted the invitation of the Committee 
to preside on that occasion. He had come to England from a distant part of the British 
Empire, and whether his stay in London were for a long or a short time he should 
consider it his duty to do all that might lie in his power for the welfare of his 
community. In the part of the empire from whence he. came, there was a totally 
different system of state education from that which was in existence In England. In 


New South Wales at present it was the law to give state aid to denominal schools of _ 


every creed ; but the political party to which he belonged—and he confessed he 
shared their principles—maintained that the proper system of national education 
was a strictly undenominational system: that the elementary schools supported 
or subsidised by the Government, should be quite secular and unfettered by denomi- 
national attachment. The religious training of the children should be cared for by 
the several denominations to which the children belonged, and be imparted by their 
ministers, That policy would have practical effect given to it in New South Wales, at 
the end of three years. He thought it right to explain his views on the subject to 
those whom he had the pleasure of meeting that day, so that his position on that 
occasion and his principles might not appear to clash. He reiterated that he should 
be at all times happy to be of service to his community whether such service were 
asked of him in connection with that or any other communal institution. (Cheers), 

The prizes having been distributed by the CHAIRMAN, he said that he found on 
the programme that he was expected to deliver an address, but nothing could be 
further from his thoughts or inclintions than to deliver a set speech on that occasion, 
He was pleased to gather from the reports which had been furnished to him that the 
schools were making most satisfactory progress. He congratulated his reverend 
friend, the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler, whom he looked upon as the founder of the 
school, the Committee, and the teachers upon the success of the institution. From 
a small beginning of units they had now reached atotal of about 140 pupils. It was 
most gratifying to learn from the report of the Government Inspector on his recent 
examination of the school that it was conducted in a thoroughly efficient manner, 
and that the percentage of passes among the boys was 80 high as 98 per cent. and of 
the girls 95 per cent. Such figures spoke volumes of the general excellent manage- 
ment and discipline of thé schools It was one among the other proofs of the admir- 
able manner in ‘which the communal institutions of the Jewish community in 
London were conducted. He was sorry, however, to learn that the school was not 
quite adequately supported. financially. No doubt when that fact was made widely 
known it would be generously remedied, and. he should be happy to help in that 
direction and would be pleased to do all he could to further the interests of the 
London communal institutions generally, (Applause.) 

The Rev. Dr. H. ADLER in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chairman, said 
that the honour of founding the Bayswater Jewish Schools belonged to Mrs, 
Simon Halford and the Countess D'Avvigdor. He had only given a slight assistance. 
Not only was the report of the Government Inspector on the secular teaching of the 
schoé! most satisfactory, but he had also the pleasure to state that the result of his 
examination of the children in religious subjects and Hebrew (in which he had the 
valuable assistance of the Honorary Secretary of the schools, the Rev. R. Harris), proved 
that they had been carefully taught. 
heart and brain and soul’as heretofore in their sacred work, and he appealed to the 
children to profit to the utmost by the instruction imparted to them. He had had the 
pleasure of being present at the recent opening of a Board School in that neighbour- 
hood. and he was gratified by the observations made by Sir Charles Reed, the Chairman, 
and other leading members of the Board, on the subject of the desire of the.

It is unfortunate that it is almost impossible to convey any true notion 
Everyone knows that it is composed of 
two distinct divisions— Halacha and Hagada, Law and Legend. It is only 
natural that the legenlary and imaginative portions of the Talmud should 
be the more interesting, and that any expositor should choose most of his 


by excerpting a few decisions, whereas it is quite possible to convey an 
adequate idea- of the historic spirit of the Talmudic times by means of 
anecdotes and adages. Thus while Deurscu with the insight of genius 
summed up the real character of the Talmud in a word by comparing it to a 
Hansaxp, the general influence left by his article was undoubtedly that the 


Talmud is a disconnected series of wise, witty and tender sayings. These latter. 


occur in Juxuriant abundance in the Talmud, and thus differentiate it from 
all other codes of law.. But they do not form the essential part of the 
Talmud, and however interesting and important in other ways, they are in 
themselves but ornamental additions to its «true nature, The ‘Jad 
Hachazaka” of Maimonipgs which codifies the legal portions of the Talmud, 
represents its real spirit much better than the “ Kn Jacob” of Jacon inn 
Cuaxnis, which extracts all its Hagadie sections, 

It is wecessary to insist on this distinction, as almost all the attacks on 
the ‘lalmud are directed against the Hagada. An KiskNnMENGER or a 
HersHon draws attention to some Oriental hyperbole of an isolated Rabbi 
and says, ‘‘ See what nonsense Judaism believes in.” But such utterances 
are not authoritative and have not the binding force of Dinim. As Zonz 
has so ably shown, they formed portions of the expository lectures of the Rabbis 
and were adapted to the circumstances of the occasion. When, therefore, 
we are treating of the influence of the Talmud on the Jews, it is its Halacha 
that should be brouglit into prominence, not its Hagada, 

At the same time, it would be idle to deny that the Hagada has had 
much indirect influence on the Jewish mind. In his epoch-making work, 
Die Gottesdienstliche Vortraege der Juden, Zoxz has given a masterly 
account of the Hagada and declares that ‘‘it entered into the deepest veins 
of the national feeling and throbbed with the pulge of its development,” Ie 


shows that it has had i immense influence on our Ritual, that “ Piyutry ” 


only verstfied Hagada and that the Kabbala finds its root in the Hagada, 
Thus the poetical side of the Jewiish nature has been deeply influenced by 
the rich imagery and glowing enthusiasm of the Hagada.

University career start into active Jewish life and desize to serve its 
causo then we either carp him down or pass him over with contempt, 
and ko drive him to seek and prefer approbation in the general body and in other 
pursuits. [ have an instance at hand. A Mr. Lee, seemingly a rising man, 
wrote a very interesting paper on Shakspeare, a paper evidencing both research 
and original thought. Professor Gritz, a true scholar, saw much merit in the 
article, and honoured Mr. Lee with the distinction of embodyivg his cpstssima 
verba in his recent brochure on “ Shylock.’ No sooner, however, did Mr, Lee's 
article appearin England, than one of our magnificently rude critics had some 
most disparaging remarks to make upon both Mr. Lee and his work. That’s the 
kind of encourayetnent we usually give. Another instance [ have before me, 
Mr, Frederick Cowen has recently proluced a symphony which has been pro- 
nounced an-epoch-making work in Kuglish music. We as Jews have passed the 
work over with a line, Is it then surprising that men ehrivk back from our 
cold demeanour?

America ot the past, 


SaNUARY 7, 1881, 


HE JEWS OF GERMANY. 


Phe Berlin correspondent of the Maily Nevis telographed on the Sist ult.: 
Another great anti Jewish meeting was held in the Berliner Bock-Brauerei 


this evening. Dr. Henrici presided, Several members of Parliament were 
present. The hall where the meeting took place holds about 3,000 people, and 
was overcrowded two hours before the appointed time, 80 the doors. had to be 


- forcibly closed by the police, and thousands remained outsids Great excitement: | 
prevailed.” On Friday night this correspondent farther telegraphed 
stated in yesterday's despatch, an anti-Jewish meeting took place in the Berliner 

Bock-Branerei. Shortly efter six o'clock the two halls of the brewery were— 


filled, althongh the meeting was not open before half-past eight. About five 
thousand persons were present in the building, and the garden outside was 
thronged with a crowd of upwards of ten thousand persons. Herr Ruppel and 
other leaders of the movement, who came late, were compelled to eater by the 
windows, as the doors were impassable, At half-past eight Ilerr von Sonnenberg 
took the chair. Ile informed the audience that any disturber of the meeting 
would be turned out, that the reporters of certain Berlin journals were cnly 
allowed to remain on enfferance, and that the presence of a representative of the 
Boersen Zeitung would not on any account be permitted. He concluded by 
recommending those present to lay aside all political party feeling, and to think 
only of their common bond of union, namely, love for the Fatherland. Dr. 


Henrici then addressed the meeting. In the first part of his speech he refuted 


Professor Mommesen’s theory that the Germans are of Jewish origin by putting 
forward what Tacitus said of the old Germans, respecting their cleanlin-ss, 
soldier-like qualities, honour, fidelity, and love of dress, as also the sanctity In 
which Germans hold the matrimonial stute, and compared these qualities with 
those of the modern Jews, Then, after speaking Jong and almost childishly on 
the defects of the Jews in general, he wound up by expressing the desire that 
German Christians would have no dealinge with the Jews, that they should be 
excluded from all public, military, and political offices, and that all Jewish 
businese concerns should be placed under State control, The meeting broke up 
amid the singing of the Prussian National Hymn and ‘ Deutschland Ueber 
Alles.’ This is the Jiberal-minded way io which the Berliners close the year 
1880. The German idea of freedom seems to be making progress.” 

The Vines’ correspondent telegraphed on Monday :—“ The anti-Jewish 
agitation continues with unabated fury. In my Jast despatch I referred to some 
diegraceful scenes of disorder and violence in connection with the Jew- 
baiting which ushered in the new year, and every day brings its fresh 
crop of persecutions. Nor is the movement confined to the rade unthink- 
Ing maeses; it is gradually permeating those who claim to be cultured 
and refined. The principles of both are in the end reducible to one great motive 
—entity to the capitalists. A singular display of Anti-Semitic fary this evening 
derived its chief significance from the fact of its being exhibited by a large con- 
course of the youth who are now in training to become the intellectual leaders 
of the nation.
